GIVES DE VALERA 
TICKET A LEAD 


His Candidates Win Six 
of First 10 Parliament 
Seats Decided in Eire 
Election. 


By ROBERT HEWETT 

DUBLIN, Feb. 5 (AP) — Prime 
Minister Eamon de Valera’s Fian- 
na Fail won six of the first 10 
Parliamentary seats tabulated to- 
day, He has vowed to quit his of- 
fice unless he wins an absolute 
majority of 74 seats in the Dail. 


The general election was held 
yesterday and its results were be- 
ing counted slowly under the pro- 
portional representation system. 
Political observers have predicted 
De Valera would fail to win a 
majority in the Dall. 

Sean MacBride, leader of the 
new Clann Na Poblachta (Repub- 
lican party), won a seat in south- 
west Dublin—the lone victory yet 
recorded for his faction, The con- 
servative Fine Gael has won two 
seats and one independent was 
elected On the basis of the scat- 
tered returns, 

Fianna Fail candidates elected 
included Frank Aiken, finance 
minister in De Valera’s recent 
cabinet, and Vivian De Valera, the 
Prime Minister's son. 

Gen. Richard Mucahy’s Fine 
Gael re-elected J. A. Costello in 
Dublin South and D. Momenamin 
in East Donegal, where four will 
be elected. Speaker P. Fahy, a 
member of Fianna Fail, was re- 
turned without opposition. 

It was estimated that about 80 
per cent of Elre’s 1,800,000 elec- 
tors voted. This would exceed 
the record of 70 per cent estab- 
lished when De Valera won con- 
trol in 1932. There are 406 can- 
didates of seven parties seeking 147 
seats in the Dail. Fianna Fail 
held 77 seats at dissolution of the 
previous Dall last fall. 

Residents of Dursey Island off 
the south coast voted despite 
rough seas which prevented de- 
livery of ballot boxes by boat.

Department of 0 
ture Calls Meeting of 
18 Groups to Urge Such 
a Program. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. § (AF) — 
The Administration made a bid 


today for nation-wide self -ratlon- 
ing of food to cope with the cost 
of living. 

To get it under way, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture called an 
afternoon meeting of 18 groups 
representing food producers, trad- 
ers and consumers. 

The department predicts there 
will be a serious meat shortage in 
the spring. Congress, however, 
has turned down proposals that 
it be rationed by law. For this 
reason, the department was ex- 
pected to ask the groups to bear 
down hardest on ways to curtail 
the use of meat, 

Meanwhile, congressional com- 
mittees continued working on pro- 
posals to tackle inflation by legis- 
lative action. 

Hearings on Grain for Whisky. 

Senator Flanders (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, said he thinks chances are 
“reasonably good” that Congress 
will decide President Truman 
should have the right to say how 
much grain distiflers may use for 
whisky and industrial alcohol. 

Flanders is chairman of a 
House-Senate economic subcom- 
mittee and a Senate banking sub- 
committee which decided to hold 
combined hearings on the question 
today. 

As the first witness they called 
Charles F. Brannan, Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture, who has 
been appointed by Secretary An- 
derson to run the nation-wide vol- 
untary food rationing program. 

Brannan argued that high food 
prices were a reason why the Ad- 
ministration should control dis- 
tilleries’. use of grain. Brannan 
said efforts to get a voluntary 
agreement which would cut use 
of grain for liquor making to the 
Government goal of 2,500,000 bush- 
els a month have failed. 

Then he argued: “We cannot | 
hope to control inflation in food 
if we permit our grain to be dl. 
verted to non-essential uses. 

The President's power to parcel 
out grain for the distilleries ex- 
pired last Saturday. The Senate 
had passed a bill to extend the 
authority. But the House Bank- 
ing Committee killed it.

SHORTAGE OF FURNACE OIL 
INCREASES, SURVEY SHOWS 


The shortage of range oil here 
remains about the same but the 
shortage of furnace oil has in- 
creased in the period since a first 
survey was made on Nov. 15, the 
Citizens Fuel Oil Committee said 
today. 

This area was short about 5,252,-

A Red Zion? 

The stubborn policy which Great Britain has 
followed in Palestine—in sharp contrast with the 
liberation of India and Burma—now threatens 
to end in a Russian harvest. 

Quoting an unnamed Jewish Agency spokes- 
man, ‘Leigh Whité reports the fear that a Com- 
munist-dominated National Hebrew Front 
might take over in the Holy Land when the 
British pull,out on May 15, This is a flip-flop 
of the old. propaganda line that, if any support 
were given to Zionist aspirations, the Arabs 
would rush to Russia for help: That was fan- 
tastic since the feudal Arab ‘lords could dread 
‘nothing more than an infection of their serfs 
with Russian ideas. The new danger is more 
real, even if it is exaggerated, The Soviet Union 
may have acceded to partition of Palestine only 
because it saw just such possibilities.

There is a nice appearance of virtue in the 
stall loan lobby’s new bid at Jefferson City for 
legal high interest rates. Borrowers should be 


protected from abuses that have sprung up be- 


cause of inadequacies of the present act, says 
Max Shelton, representing the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Personal Finance Companies. 


The present act is so unde- 
tailed that usurers have been able by various 
dodges to run the actual interest rate up as high 
as 500 per cent, The act should be made spe- 
cific, to plug up these loopholes, In proposing 
to do so, the small loan lobby also proposes in- 
terest rates which would work out up to 22.2 
per cent according to its own figures.

On the contrary, there is a nationwide 
shortage of generating’ capacity, and many re- 
gions are much worse off than the St. Louis 
area, 

Many companies 10 issuing pamphlets telling 
why electtic heating is uneconomical. Archi- 
tects and builders are being urged to go slow 
on electrical appliances, Companies are running 
expensive and sometimes obsolete steam-generat- 
ing plants at capacity and holding their low-cost 
hydro-electric power for peak demand. 

On the West Coast, it is not umcommon for 


industrial plants to be limited to part-time opera- 


tion for lack of electric power. In Florida, a 
meat-packing plant sued a power company for 
$100,000 for meat spoilage due to failuré of the 
current, Mobile generators, mounted on railroad 
cars or barges, are being’ used to eke out the 
established sources of current in several cities. 

The nation’s power capacity is estimated to 
be at least 5 per cent too small to meet demand. 
Yet in 1947 the power industry installed only 
about one-fourth of the additional capacity pro- 
jected for installation during the year.

laws already on the books. 


He said there is no use trying 
to outlaw the Communist party 
because that would only drive the 
members underground, And, he 
said, such a law might be de- 
clared unconstitutional. 

There is “no more potent 
weapon,” he added, than the work 
of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities in “bringing 
into the spotlight of publicity the 
activities of individuals and 
groups.” 

Steps Urged to Ourb Reds. 

Clark suggested to a. subcom- 
mittee of this group, however, 
that Congress: 

1. Require all aliens to report 


their addresses once a year. 


2. Permit the Department of 
Justice to hold aliens for a defi- 
nite ‘length of time when their 
own countries refuse to take 
them back. 

3. Hold officers of subversive 
groups responsible for seeing 
that they are registered under 
the Voorhis Act. This act re- 
quires registration of groups 
which are under foreign control 
or aim to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment by force. 

4. Strengthen the Espionage 
Act along lines to be recom- 
mended later. 

Clark disclosed that this country 
now is holding about 3400 aliens 
whose own countries will not ad- 
mit them. “About 2100 of these 
aliens,” he said, “are deportable 
to countries behind ‘the iron cur- 
tain.“ 

He said at least a hundred of 
those who should be sent back to 
the Russian-dominated nations 


are in custody because they have

The Foreign Minister said he 
had taken note of reports abroad 
that his recent foreign policy 
speech to the Assembly indicated 
a willingness to make a deal with 
Moscow. 

“It is a tendentious interpreta- 
tion of my Assembly speech,” 
Sadak said in an interview, “There 
has not been any change in Turk- 
ish foreign policy. .

Turkey has recalled Ambassador 
Faik Zihni Akdur from Moscow 
in retaliation for Russia’s with- 
drawal of the Soviet envoy to 
Turkey. Such an action, how- 
ever, does not represent a break 
in diplomatic relations, 

(The United Press, in a dis- 
patch from Istanbul, however, 
quoted a Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man as denying the envoy had 
been. recalled. The spokesman 
said the ambassador might come 
home for a vacation, but that if 
he did, he most likely would go 
back to his Moscow post.) 

Sadak was asked to comment 
on British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin’s proposal for a bloc 
of western European nations. He 
replied that economic and political 
co-operation among all countries 
is the foundation of peace. 

“But,” he added, “if this co- 
operation is not possible between 
all European nations, then the 
unity of peace-loving countries of 
good will is the first measure to 
be taken from the point of view 
of European security.” 

Sadak sald Turkey earnestly 
Wants peace in Palestine, He said 
he hopes “the Palestine problem 
will be solved in a way which will 
not lead to disturbances.” 

Diplomatic informants said the 
Turkish Ambassador to Moscow 
probably would leave Russia soon. 

Russia withdrew Ambassador 
Sergei A. Vinogradov from An- 
kara in the fall of 1945 and never 
sent him back. It has been rep- 
resented here since by a charge 
d'affaires, 

Vinogradov’s recall was believed 
to be connected with Turkish re- 
fusal of Soviet demands. Russia 
repeatedly has asked without suc- 
cess for a share in control and de- 
fense of the Dardanelles, linking 
the Black Sea with the Mediter- 
ranean. 

When Akdur quits Moscow, he 
presumably will leave a charge 
d’affaires in the Turkish Embassy 

He replaced Selim Sarper, now 
Turkey's permanent delegate to 
the United Nations, a year ago. 


Romania, Russia Sign 20-Year 
Mutual Aid Treaty, 
MOSCOW, Feb. 5 (AP)—Ro- 
mania and the Soviet Union allied 
themselves today in a 20-year 
treaty of mutual aid and friend- 

ship. 

Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, 
speaking at signing ceremonies in 
the Kremlin last night, said the 
pact acquired a special importance 
“now that the incendiaries of a 
new war from the imperialist 
camp are making efforts to form 
military and political blocs di- 
rected against the democratic 
states.” 

(The Russians customarily re- 
serve use of the word democracy 
for the Communist states.) 

Premier Petru Groza of Ro- 
mania replied that the treaty was 
“an expression of the gravitation 
of our peoples toward perpetual 
collaboration.” 

Prime Minister Stalin and For- 
eign Minister Anna Pauker of Ro- 
mania also participated in the 
signing ceremonies.

In addition to his lectures and 
his work as a consultant, Strause 
began to write columns for a half 
dozen food publications—which 
just goes to show what you can 
build a thing like’ pies into—but 
when the mail reached 3000 let- 
ters a month, he gave it up. 


He wrote a book called “Pies 
for Profit“ which sold 100,000 
copies in a year and a half. A 
couple of years later he wrote 
a large and more comprehensive 
book, almed not only at the many- 
facturer but also at the housewife. 
This book sold 60,000 copies and is 
the Bible of the pie business de- 
spite its title. e title, “Pie 
Marches On.”

N a case like Freund's, where

ness, he drew up the floor plans, 
advised on purchase of equip- 
ment, and provided recipes for 
all kinds of ples. He is now en- 
gaged in breaking in the help and 
showing them how to make pies, 
which includes showing them 
what will happen if they don't 
do it right, or try to deviate 
from the formulag he has laid 
down. He always employs peo- 
ple who haven't worked in pie fac- 
stories before. They haven't 
learned any bad habits or short 
cuts. 

Strause is a large man, 48 years 
old, with sandy hair, blue eyes and 
a friendly, open countenance, He 
is married but his wife, in spite 
of hig best endeavors—well, he 
hates to say it, but she can’t make 
a ple for no . The name Bos- 
ton he inherited from his father, 


He doesn’t know why his father 
was named Boston. But the name 
is all but sacred in pie circles, 
Once he got a letter from a Mexi- 
can baker who needed help. It 
was addressed: “Boston Strause, 
U.S. A., Ask Any Baker.” He got 
the letter within 48 hours.
